Operations on Wall street eg were very 
dull, but a quiet rally in the last few minutes 
of trading—notably among the Steels and 
Cuppers—helped to encourage the list. As a 
result, many earlier declines ranging to 2 
were reduced or erased completely, and small 
gains finally: predominated. Sales totalled 
510,000 shapes. 

The speculative forces were inclined to act 
with caution pending the opening of Congress 
on Monday. At the same time, the atmos- 
phere of the market was more cheerful, with 
operators paying little attention:to the rather 
‘‘spotty” character of the news from the in- 
dustrial and trade fields. | : 

Steel shares were bought, though the effect 
of an estimated sharp advance in Pittsburg 
mill activity next week was offset by the 
estimate oí a pronounced decline in Chicago. 
Utility and Building issues were for the most 
part fractionally higher, The Motor section 
displayed an indifferent attitude in continued 
reflection of the declining production, but 
Copper stocks were well supported on talk of 
an advance in the price of the domestic 
commodity. 

The market closed irregular. The Steel, 
Copper, and Utility divisions finished with 
gains of fractions to $1, while a few issues, 
among which were Case and Allied Chemicals, 
ended somewhat lower. 

Call money was nominal; prime paper was 

quoted at 1 per cent., open market discount 
rates were unchanged at 4 to +e per cent. 
for 90-day bank bills and § to *% per cent. 
for six-months bills. 
- Sterling exchange opened jc. up at 4.98%, 
but eased during the morning to 4.98%, the 
rate finally closed i+c. higher. compared with 
the previous close, at 4.983.

CORK COUNCIL WANTS 
AN EXPLANATION

From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 
CORK, Sunday. 


HE influence of Government action on 
Irish industry is dealt with in the 
annual report which will be presented 

to the meeting of the Cork Chamber of 
Commerce to-morrow night. 

The report states that Cork’s established 
industries continued to flourish under the 
regis of a Government determined to use its 
fiscal powers to the utmost extent Almost 
simultaneously with announcements that new 
factories shortly were to be opened to meet 
the home requirements in specified specialit 
articles, particulars of Orders in Council, 
embargoes, quotas, licences, bounties and 
tariffs were issued. The fugitive Tariff Com- 
mission had been sent to Coventry. On its 
appointment to office one of the main 
concerns of the present Government, 'was the 
protection of the native industrialist. That 
protection being accorded, the natural 
concern of the industrialist was the conserva- 
tion of his own interests, rather than the 
development of his industry to meet the ful 
requirements of the home market. Private 
companies still continued to carry on 
operations without introducing much fresh 
capital into their industries. Hence in many 
cases manufacturers who were accorded 
virtually a monopoly’ of the home market 
did not take effective or immediate ste 
either individually or collectively to meet the 
requirements of that market. Had private 
companies enlarged their factories and in- 
creased their capital investments in their pro- 
ductive enterprises, the Ministry of Industry 


and Commerce could not have decided: to 


grant licences to many non-national concerns 
to begin manufacturing operations inside the 
tariff wall. It is assumed that in all such 
cases the Ministry decided to issue such 
licences only after consultation with the 
groups of native manufacturers engaged in 
industrial production and only after securing 
their admission of inabilty to meet home 
requirements in a reasonable period of time.

_.@ commonplace, but it will be a 
revelation to most people to learn that a 
deficiency of vitamin A is the eyiacipal 
cause of night blindness, a deplorably 
common defect, which is responsible for 
much of Lan a of the roads at night. 
_ It is revealed that Dr. Mutch and Mr. 
H. D. Griffith, in the course of experi- 
ments carried on at the Rowett Research 
Institute, Abérdeen, designed to discover 
some od of meastring vitamin A 
deficiency, have found in fight blindness 
the ideal “ measuring-rod.”” ' In doing so 
they have also found a simple remedy, so 
efficacious that it does not seem unreason- 
able to hope that this danger of the roads 
sg” be completely eliminated. 
. It appears from the report of the in- 
igators that night Mhamain is due to 
the effect of a bright light upon a certain 
substance in the eye which the scientists 
call ““wisual purple.” The effect is to 
bleach the visual purple. and: with the 
bleaching disappears temporarily the 
power to see in a dimmer light. 

If there is no deficiency of vitamin A, 
the liver almost instantaneously makes 
good this temporary blindness ; if there is 
a deficiency, some time, greater or less, 
according to the amount of the deficiency, 
lapses before the “‘ visual purple’’ can 
operate again. 

Many motorists are conscious that they 
suffer from night blindness; hundreds 
more suffer from it ‘unconsciously, being 
merely aware of the disastrous effect upon 
thém of being dazzled by a bright light. 
A proper supply of vitamin A is even 
moré necessary when driving in towns

In go meic an official of the Auto- 


mobile Association said: “ HH. is obvious 
that driving under modern conditions im- 
poses considerable strain upon the indivi- 
dual. At night one of the chief difficul- 
ties in motoring, owing to the inadequacy 
of street lighting, is the violent changes, 
varying from intense illumination to al- 
most entire darkness, which constantly 
occur. Anything which tends to improve 
the individual’s adaptation to these chang- 
ing conditions is obviously desirable.’’ 

A most interesting fact in connection 
with this investigation is the discovery 
that it seems to have been partly antici- 
pated by the ancients. In the Middle Ages 
ea used to prescribe liver for night 

lindness, and the treatment is actually 
recorded in an Egyptian papyrus of 
1500 B.C.

EXT year the Royal Automobile Club 
N is to make Blackpool the terminal 
point of its annual rally. This will be 
popular. It has been felt for some time 
that a place on the north-western coast oí 
England would attract more support from 
the North of England, from Scotland and 
Ireland, than would a place in the south. 
. Biackpoo! can provide a great deal of 
fun and frolic, and in the month of April, 
when the Rally is to be held, it will be 
free from the rough anc boisterous people 
who frequent it “in the season.” “There 
is, indeed, a strong temptation here to im- 
press upon the office that this is an 
occasion definitely demanding * my 
presence. : 

The Rally next year will start on the 
th of April and end on the 30th. 
Hitherto it always has taken place in 
March. but it is felt by the R.A.C. that 
by holding it at the end of April, when 
there are more hours of daylight, com- 
petitors will derive greater enjoyment 
from the touring part of the show.

Lighting Regulation : 


VERYONE knows how annoying a car 
parked at the side of the road with 
its headlights in full blast can be to 
approaching traffic. In Britain the point 
has been covered by tha Road Vehicles 
Lighting Regulations, which make it an 
offence for a car to be left standing on 
any road with its headlamps alight. 
The Highway Code, too, suggests that 
drivers should not leave their cars 
stationary at night, even with side lamps 
on, facing the wrong way, or in a position 
where they are likely to cause in- 
convenience to other traffic. 

Notwithstanding both command and 
advice, the R.A.C. has lately had many 
instances brought to its notice of motorists 
stopping their cars on the right-hand side 
of the road, and leaving their headlights 
on, thereby completely dazzling drivers of 
oncoming vehicles. 

The R.A.C. points out that ‘such 
motorists are not only causing danger to 
other road users by so doing, but are also 
breaking the law. The Club, therefore, 
asks all drivers, who have to leave their 
cars stationary on the road after dark, to 
remember to switch off their headlights. 

If possible, also, cars should invariably 
be left on the correct side of the road after 
dark, for even a pair of bright side lights 
can cause confusion to oncoming drivers 
and create a dangerous situation.

UNIONISM

Mr. M. P. Nolan, President of the Irish 
Unioa of Distributive Workers and Clerks, 
who presided, said that the necessity for the 
organisation of commercial agents and tra- 
vellers was well known, and the idea of his 
union was to enrol every one of them in that 
tational organisation for their own protection. 
The only way in which they could protect 
themselves was to become members of a 
trade union. 

Mr. William Hobbs, President of the Trish 
Commercial Travellers’ Association, Cork, 
spoke of what had been done to organise a 
federation of commercial agents and travellers 
in that city, where, he said, they had con- 
solidated their position by linking up with 
the Irish Union of Distributive Workers and 
Clerks, and he urged the commercial agente 
end travellers in Dublin to become members 
of that Union. 

Mr. John McGrath, Cork, proposed that 
those present should resolve to protect their 
interests by organisation, and that in further- 
ance of that object they should enrol them- 
selves in an autonomous branch of the Irish 
Union of Distributive Workers and Clerks. 

Mr. Pat Morgan, Dublin, seconded the 
motion, which was declared passed unanim- 
ously.

The Caves Again 


The storm I brought about my ears by 
that unfortunate paragraph on caves is 
still rumbling. Up to the present I have 
received precisely 27 indignant letters 
calling attention to the Mitchelstown 
Specimens. By way of making amends, 
here are a few facts: 

The entrance to the caves is 60 feet 
above the level of the road, and they 
measure approximately* 300 yards from 
north to south, and 500 yards from east to 
west. The lowest portion of the caverns 
is 100 feet below the entrance level. 

For the size and fantastic appearance 
of its stalactites and stalagmites, the 
House of Lords (the Upper Middle Cave) 
is, perhaps, the most interesting. There 
are also the House of Commons, the 
Organ, O’Leary’s Cave, Sddlier’s Cave, the 
Garrett Cave and Kingston Hall. Off the 
last-named cavern are a number of small 
chambers called the Closets. These are 
the only caves in Ireland or Great Britain 
which possess blind fauna. 

To see the caves thoroughly and con- 
scientiously, if you like that sort of thing, 
would take nearly a whole day. They 
were examined and surveyed by M. Martel 
in 1895. 

The entrance to the Mitchelstown Caves, 
by the way, seems to have been discovered 
by accident. Somebody was just knock- 
ing around and put his foot in it.

The difference is even 
more pronounced than that between the 
respective partisans of Dun Laoghaire and 
Kingstown, and the visitor to Czecho- 
slovakia is not five seconds in the country 
before he discovers that the problem of 
the German minority is a really live 
issue, 

I had known that the old President- 
Liberator was very ill; but somehow a 
few days in Germany, ee Éag the 
architectural delights of D and 
renewing old friendships after a lapse of 
years, had driven the matter out of my 
mind; and it was with a real shock, as

well as a feeling of deep regret, that I 
read the great black headings of the Czech 
newspapers at Podmdkly, I remembered 
the kindly old gentleman whom I had met 
in the garden of the Presidential residence 
in Prague five years earlier—reclining in 
a wicker arm chair and taking tea with 
his guests—surely the most democratic 
of all democrats, a man from whom all 
affectation was entirely alien, who put 
the nervous stranger at his ease at once, 
and discoursed brilliantly on a score of 
topics, never dogmatising or laying down 
the law, but giving his conversation a note 
of quiet authority which revealed the 
world thinker as well as the European 
statesman. 


A Nation's Sorrow 


Even at Podmokly the national sorrow 
seemed to be, as it were, already in the 
air. There was the usual bustle of a 
frontier station, the usual rush of tho 
thirsty visitor to taste his first glass of 
cheap Pilsener, the usual fuss of the 
Customs examination, the money control, 
and the multiplicity of formalities that 
beset the path of the weary traveller. But 
one felt somehow that things were going 
to be different in Czechoslovakia, There was 
an atmosphere of grimness about the place. 
The jolly little Czech policeman, whosc 
face lit up when I greeted him with an 
atrociously pronounced ‘‘ Dobri Dén '—if 
you try to speak Czech to a Czechoslovak 
oliceman you will win his heart at once. 
owever badly you perform—obviously was 
in bad form; and the young military 
officers, in their smartly-cut khaki uni- 
forms, seemed suddenly to have grown 
older. This preoccupation, however, 


did not prevent their courteous seizure of 


my copy of a German newspaper. 
Democracy also has its precautions. 

It is a gorgeous run down to Prague 
along the banks of the Elbe, and the 
weather was perfect; but depression 
seemed to have settled like a heavy pall 
on the whole countryside. Although the 
President-Liberator had been dead only 
for a few hours, every railway station 
along the line already had its great long 
black flag flying from its topmost window. 
Private houses had not yet all had time 
to make this outward token of respect to 
the memory of the dead patriot; but as 
we neared the capital black was the pre- 
vailing colour everywhere. 


On the Move 


The train, as usual, was packed—it is 
a lasting source of wonder to me how so 
many people on the Continent keep 
eternally on the move—and the Wilson 
railway station in Prague was thronged 
with a struggling mass of polyglot 
humanity. Newsboys were doing a roaring 
trade with the afternoon editions—every 
one of them with turned rules and carry- 
ing full-page photographs. of Masaryk. 
Other young men and women were selling 
little Czechoslovakia flags with crépe 
badges attached. All the porters wore one 
or other of the innumerable souvenirs cf

style of Unter den Linden, or, rather of 
the Champs Elysées, because it rises 
steeply at one end—presented a picture 
that never can be forgotten. 


Prague’s Decorations 


It was almost impossible fo move on the 
footpaths, which are extremely wide. 
Everybody in Prague seemed to have come 
out into the streets, and the reason was 
not far to seek. Every shop and place of 
business in Prague had a decorated win- 
dow in memory of the idolised Masaryk. 
Some of them were astonishingly impres- 
sive, bei arranged with remarkablo 
artistic skill. In most cases the decora- 
tion took the form of a large photograph, 
or bust, of M k, dra in black 
crépe and rg with flowers. Some 
were flood-lit cunningly by concealed 
electric lights. Others were illuminated 
with wax candles; and everywhere one 
saw the national colours—red and white, 
with a blue V at the top of the flag— 
covered with black gauze. In such a 
nation-wide demonstration of popular 
sorrow it was inevitable that there should 
be anomalies which struck the visitor 
more readily. than the native. In several 
shops in the centre Of Prague I came 
across rk-butchers’ establishments 
which had 1 their decorated phone of 
Masaryk surrounded by festoons of bulky 
sausages ; and invitations to buy succulent 

rky, which are the Czech equivalent of 
be erican ‘‘ hot dogs,’’ occasionally 
obscured the onlooker’s view of the pious 
emblems. ie 

In spite of these little in ties— 
possibly, indeed, because of them—the 


‘popular mourning, not only in Prague but 


throughout the Republic, was really 
ymazing. I certainly never believed that 
a whole nation could be so single-minded 
in anything—particularly a nation which 
has so many different elements as Czecho- 
slovakia ; for it was not only in Bohemia 
that I saw the people’s grief, but in 
Slovakia, Moravia, and Sub-Carpathian 
Ruthenia. For a whole week the entire 
country was in mourning. There was no 
music in the cafés. There were no enter- 
tainments of any kind, and even im the 
Hungarian-speaking districts—in Kosice, 
Uzharod, and elsewhere east of the Tatras, 
the people were genuinely distressed at 
Masaryk’s loss. 


A_ Public Idol 


The man was idolised. Although he 
was the least dictatorial of all the world’s 
political leaders, doubtless for that very 
reason, his people vee. him. In 
every village, however small and however 
poor—and poverty in Ruthenia is a real 
thing—I found a public monument to the 
President-Liberator. There always was a 
Masaryk street, a Masaryk square, or 
some building ppc ater BS the name 
of the man’ who gave Czechoslovakia her 
nationhood. All over the country the 
humblest cottages had their black flags 
during that memorable week. All the 
aim “á of varying denominations—and 
there are many—followed suit. In the 
depths of the country one would como 
across peasants working in the fields with 
their mourning emblems pinned to their 
shirts ; even after the funeral] I saw scores 
of people who retained them. 

fa ced a man who boasted that he was 
2 Hungarian, although he manifestly was 
a Jew, how it was that there was such 
universal sorrow at the passing of a man 
who must have made many enemies during 
his long lifetime. ‘‘ Why not,” came the 
answer, “ He was a great man, wasn't 
he?’’ and there was a challenging tone in 
his voice which made me hasten to assure 
him that I, too, was among Masaryk’s 
admirers. In fact, the Jews were among 
his staunchest supporters. They had not 
forgotten the famous case which first 
brought T. G. Masaryk into international 
prominence, when he defended a Jew who 
was accused of a ritual murder under the 
old Austrian administration ; and several 
of them told me that but for Masaryk’s 
influence in the early days of the Republic 
things might not have gone so well for 
the Jews. There were more than a few 
among the leaders of Czech opinion in 
those days who were inclined to anti- 
Semitic views; but Masarvk was fiercely 
opposed to any kind of discrimination, 
with the result that Czechoslovakia is one 
of the very few countries in modern Europe 
which, in spite of a large Jewish popula- 
tion, have hardly a trace of anti-Jewish 
feeling. 


The Religious Aspect 


The actual funeral in Prague was one 
of the most impressive of all time. There 
were more than a million strangers in 
Prague that day, having come from all 
parts of the Republic. Hundreds of tho- 
sands of them slept in the railway stations, 
in the public parks, even in the streets; 
for there was ho hope of accommodation 
in the hotels or boarding houses, all of 
which were booked up from the day of 
the President's death. I was particularly 
interested in the religious as of this 
astonishing funeral. AE was born 
and baptised a Roman Catholic. He was 
a Slovak,. coming from an area where 
nearly everybody belongs to the Roman

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—and there was no religious ceremony of 
any kind during the funeral in Prague. 
When the body was taken to his beloved 
Lany, however, it was received by an old 
preacher of the Brotherhood, who, in the 
presence of the family, President Benes, 
and a very few favoured friends, read the 
twenty-third Psalm and the Lord’s Prayer 
before it was lowered into the grave. 
Masaryk was a Christian, if there ever 
was one on this earth; but his faith was 
reduced to its simplest terms, and the 
little ceremony at Lany was all that he 
would have wished. 


A Unique Occasion 


The funeral in Prague was unique in the 
fullest meaning of that much abused word. 
There must have been some two million 
people in the streets as the procession 
passed; and there was complete silence 
everywhere. There were no bands, no dead 
marches, no singing or chanting of any 
kind. For fully seven hours the ple 
stood along the route, just silent. Hardly

HE Royal Command Variety Perform- 
ance, which is being relayed at 8.5 
to-night in the B.B.C. National pro- 
gramme, should claim the attention of 
most listeners. Indeed, it is always 
problematic up to the last minute whether 
or not this show—which on this occasion 
will represent the longest Variety pro- 
gramme ever transmitted from a British 
station—will be broadcast. Owners of 
cheatres, cinemas and music-halls have 
noticed on this one night of the year there 
always takes place a 30 per cent. drop in 
their attendances because so meg * stay at 
home to listen to the Command Perform- 
ance. This concern of theirs caused them 
to stop the broadcast last year when they 
got together and bought out the broadcast- 
ing rights for twice the sum offered by 
the B.B.C. This year the Corporation 
doubled its offer—to the great benefit, of 
course, of the Variety Artists’ Benevolent 
Fund and Institution, to which the entire 
proceeds go—and so listeners will have the 
opportunity of hearing a whole constella- 
tion of “ stars’’ of the Variety theatre, 
as well as items from the show, ‘‘ London 
Rhapsody,” which has been running in 
London for nearly three months, with 
attendance figures of 300,000 for the first 
nine weeks. 
From the night when Queen Victoria 
went to Covent Garden, at the age of 
eleven, to see her first pantomime, the 
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Eduard Benes. 


a whisper broke that awful intensity of 
numb éfnotion ; and in every city and town 
of the Republic, whither a description of 
the funeral was broadcast, there was a 
like silence. One had the impression that 
a nation not only was mourning the pass- 
ing of its greatest son, but also was 
feeling as an orphan must feel when a pro- 
tecting parent dies. The sturdy figure of 
Edward Benes, Masaryk’s pupil and 
friend, striding behind the coffin, gave a 
guarantee of continuity ; and the President 
pledged himself in a striking address to 
carry on the work of his master. But 
one felt, somehow, that there was a vague 
uneasiness in the people’s minds. They 
could not but look into an uncertain 
future, and they seemed to be in domnbt. 
While Masaryk was alive, even although 
he had taken no active part in affairs for 
the last few years, very wisely havin 
retired in favour of Benes, nobody seem 
to worry about the future. The people 
had an almost mystic belief in Masaryk. 
While he was there no harm could come 
to them or their country. When he went, 
some of the national confidence went with 
him. 

In the East 

I was in the eastern part of the Republic 
on the day of the funeral, I heard the 
broadcast, although I could not under- 
stand much of it—naturally, it was ih 
Czech—and I saw the film some days after- 
wards. In the town in which I was stay- 
ing at the time there was a public holiday. 
We were hundreds of miles away from 
Prague. Nearly all the inhabitants were 
non-Czechs—Ruthenians, Magyars, Ger- 
mans, Slovaks and multitudes of Jews; 
yet the proceedings were conducted with 
the utmost reverence. There was a huge 
procession through the streets, culminat- 
ing in an oration in front of a big statue 
of Masaryk in the municipal park, where 
twin torches at either side of the statue 
were kept lighting day and night by relays 
of uniformed Sokols, who mounted a 
guard of honour throughout the “week. 
Thouands of men, women and [Mittle 
children marched to the park, where they 
deposited wreaths and posies of flowers ; 
and one of the most touching scenes I 
ever have witnessed was when some three 
hundred orthodox Jews thronged in a 
procession—nobody could say that they 
marched—to the statue, before which they 
laid a huge wreath of laurels. 

That night there was music in one of 
the cafés, but it was pitiful. Even the 
most insidious wiles of the gypsy 
Stehgeiger could not dispel the popular 
gloom.

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, in a letter to Limerick 
County Council to-day, refused to sanction 
an application for permission to raise an 
overdraft of 270,000, stating that such an 
amount would not be necessary if the 
collectors had shown a-reasonable standard 
of efficiency in carrying out their duties. 
Frequent warnings had been of no avail, 
and temporary loans could not be 
sanctioned merely to meet a situation due 
to the inefficiency of the collectors. 

The Minister directed that a reduction 
of £20,000 be miade in the maximum over- 
draft of £70,000. If a proper effort was 
not made to collect outstanding rates, and 
the Council found it necessary to apply 
for an increased overdraft, the Minister 
would suspend certain collectors. 

The Chairman (Mr. M‘Cormack) said 
that the rate collection was, in some areas, 
in a very backward state. There was no 
excuse for that. ° 

Mr. McNamara said that £110,000 had

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Lord Halifax’s Visit 


What motive underlies Great Britain’s 
.pparent volte face in regard to Germany ? 
Viscount Halifax, the Lord President of 
the Council, proposes to visit Berlin on 
Wednesday in order to confer with 
Chancellor Hitler, but as yet nobody out- 
side the British Cabinet knows what the 
subject of their conference will be. This 
secrecy has caused not a little alarm in 
England, whose people have sore récollec 
tions of a previous occasion on. which a 
Cabinet Minister discussed matters of 
State with the representative of a foreign 
Power. They ask now whether the result 
of these conversations in Berlin may not 
lead to another fiasco on the lines of the 
Hoare-Laval pact. Only one matter is 
immediately outstanding between Great 
Britain and Germany; it is the matter 
of colonies. The National Government, 
under the leadership both of Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin and of Mr. Neville Chamberlain, 
hitherto has been uncompromising on the 
subject, and every question asked in 
Parliament has been met by the unvary- 
ing retort that there is no intention of 
restoring Germany’s former colonies. On 
the other hand, it is inconceivable that the 
subject should not ba the principal topic 
of conversation in Berlin, Either, accord- 
ing to British opinion, Lord Halifax is 
authorised to extend to Germany some 
hope that the colonies will be restored—so 
far as lies in Great Britain's power—at an 
early date, or to arrange a bargain of one 
kind or another whereby Germany will be 
persuaded to keep quiet about them. One 
Sunday newspaper has gone so far as to

Great Britain 

does not want to be dragged into war, and 

has contrived, with consummate skill, to | 
avoid it so far; but the threat to her Far 

Eastern interests may compel a ‘‘ show- 

down ’’ in the neighbourhood of the Yellow 
Sea. In those circumstances, she would 

be handicapped severely by the presence 

not merely of unresolved discords in 

Europe, but of an openly hostile bloc. To 
all intents and purposes, Germany and 

Italy have entered into an alliance with 
the Japanese—an alliance upon which 

Britain cannot fail to look with suspicion 

and alarm. Is it conceivable that Lord 

Halifax’s visit is designed to wean 

Germany from her new accord with 

Japan? In German eyes Great Britain's 
friendship is infinitely more desirable than 

Japan’s—far more desirable, for that 
matter, than Italy's—and the promise of 
British sympathy in exchange for a 

weakening of the anti-Komintern pact 
would be a good diplomatic bargain for 
Chancellor Hitler. The German news- 

papers are loudly insistent that nothing 
will impair the solidity either of the 

Rome-Berlin axis or of the anti-Komintern 

pact, but a definite overture from the 

British Government may make a world of 
difference. How Signor Mussolini will 

look upon the week-end’s politics is open 

to question. He hardly can fail to 
distrust the visit as an effort to wean 

Germany from her new alliance with his 
own nation. It is rumoured, on the other 
hand, that Lord Halifax’s next foreign 

visit may be to Rome, and certainly Mr. 

Chamberlain's speech of last Friday gave 
a hint that Britain was willing to live on 

friendlier terms with the Italians. The 
atmosphere generally seems to have 
lightened: even General Franco has been 
asserting his desire for amity with 
England. We can only hope that the 
spirit of concord will be strengthened, and 
that no new and unforeseen demand either 
by Chancellor Hitler or by the Duce will 
do it harm. 


Voluntary Hospitals 


A plea for the maintenance of the 
voluntary principle in hospital manage- 
ment was made by Professor Henry Moore 
in an address delivered to the Biological 
Society of the Royal College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ireland on Saturday even- 
ing. The freedom of Dublin’s hospitals, 
he said, was not for sale, and would not 
be bartered for the largest bribe a Govern- 
ment Department had in its power to 
offer. Restrictive conditions had been 
rejected already, and the development cf 
the hospitals had in consequence been 
delayed.. Enlargement of the hospitals is 
urgently needed in many. instances; 
modernisation of buildings and equipment 
is the need of others ; removal from one 
district to another will be required in a 
few cases, There is nothing inherent in 
these problems by which their solution 
would involve any pronounced measure cf 
State control; nor is there anything 
fundamentally different from the problems 
that have been successfully solved in the 
past by voluntary effort. To hand over 
Dublin’s hospitals now to the control of 
either State or municipality is tantamount 
to a confession that the springs of, charity 
had run dry, and that the people of to- 
day are less disposed to share the ills cf 
their fellows than were their ancestors. 
To acquiesce in this view is to run counter 
to all the traditions of the city and the 
country at large. It has to be remembered 
that the hospitals were founded by people 
whose desire was to succour their less 
fortunate brethren, and that the founda- 
tions have been fostered and maintained 
by men and women whose ideas and ideals 
were those of the founders, As Professor 
Moore pointed out, the free service 
rendered by the hospitals sometimes out- 
ran their resources, but always it was the 
need for service that dictated the outlay. 
The Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstakes them- 
selves, from which so much has come and 
so much mor? is expected in the future, 
had their origin in this free service by 
the hospitals,.and the appeal of suffering 
humanity remains the most potent 
wherever the tickets are distributed to- 
day. ie i 

To its long tradition of free service 
Dublin owes its pre-eminence as a clinical 
centre and the excellence of its medical 
schools. Any undue tampering with that 
freedom would endanger the whole struc- 
ture. It is true that severe criticism has 
been directed against the Dublin hospitals 
during the past year or so; but that 
criticism can be answered by the state- 
ment that, although the enlargement of 
the hospita's is an acknowledged need, the 
funds for the urgent work have been 
withheld pending agreement upon certain 
schemes of control. We may echo the hope 
voiced by Professor Moore that the work 
of enlargement, where necessary, will be 
put in hand at once, so that the beds 
demanded by a growing city will be 
quickly made available. . If the hospitals 
had been permitted to expand as condi-— 


tions required there might have been over- | -

In opposition to 
then is the incredulous school, whose 
members are puzzled only by she state of 
mind of the citizen who first set eyes 
upon the beast. They see + wretched 
albino Alsatian, starved for a little human 
sympathy, and food, which stalks around 
the hen-runs in the hope that somebody 
will bring it in to the civilised warmth 
of the fireside. Nobody will allow the 
arrival of an animal from the stars. If we 
were the animal we would not become dis- 
couraged by the unimaginativeness of 
Meath. A monster is rife in Loch Ness— 
and experts speak of an overgrown seal ; 
a merman seeks friends in Renvyle—and 
with a long-suffering sigh Renvyle com- 
plains of “those dugongs aguain.”’ In 
these days, when the world lives by the 
assistance of machines, the world has not 
the elasticity of mind to receive a creamy 
coloured, squat, heavy animal, with the 
tail of a fish and the expression of an 
all-in wrestler. To the world’s knowledge 
there is no such thing—and that is that. 
Do not, O Navan animal, despair! Show 
us your picture in the newspapers, and 
give a lead to your fellow monsters who 
now wander the world marvellously, yet 
who cannot stir the world out of its in- 
differeut disbelief.

Meet the Author 


A new problem for philosophers is set 
by the Book Fair, which was opened a 
few days ago by Mr. Winston Churchill 
at. the Dorland Hall in London. The 
problem is: Which comes first in the 
minds of the public—the author or the 
book; and why? In the Fair there are 
one hundred and thirty exhibitors, and 
visitors may roam at ease along avenues 
of stalls laden with a great variety of the 
newest books. The leisured browsing of 
the bookshop, however, is, apparently, not 
for them. They are ready to rush away 
at a moment's notice when they hear that 
an author is about to give a lecture in the 
ball which is a part of the Fair. ‘They 
crowd eagerly around the doors, try to 
break through the rope barriers, or stand 
uncomfortably in a crushed group trying 
to catch every word that falls from the 
lips of the author. Nowhere else, except 
it be at a meeting of Irish P.E.N. or in 
the Lecture Hall of the Royal Dublin 
Society, is the writer so exalted, so be- 
mobbed, so enthusiastically received. Yet 
it must be imagined that thousands who 
attend these Book Fairs in London and 
elsewhere seldom or never patronise a 
hookshop, and are probably for the first 
time regarding books as things that might, 
and could, be bought. Those who read 
books at all may usually think of them 
as merchandise to be borrowed either from 
libraries or from the shelves of more 
literate friends. This more modern notion 
of bringing the author to the aid of the 
hook salesman is something that may have 
possibilities for other commercial products. 
The film star may be enlisted to make a 
“personal appearance’’ in aid of a film; 
why may not the writer offer his 
personality in the great and good 
work of selling his books? There 
would seem to be a large number 
of people whose enthusiasm for authors 
does not get beyond their per- 
sonalities, and, if the personality of the 
writer can induce admirers to read, if not 
to buy, the books they write, a step 
forward will clearly have been made. 
There is one disconcerting thing about the 
Book Fair: when the visitor has glanced 
at all the stalls, and heard the~author 
of the day say his piece, he may be a 
little daunted by confrontation by “The 
Yhinker’s Bookshop.” For whom, he 


‘may ask himself, are all these other 


books; and to whom has the eminent 
author been speaking? One mercy, it 
would seem, is offered the author in 
London: he need not shake hands with 
every member of the audience

There is 
much speculation as to what will form the 
main topic of conversation. It is thought 
that the question of armaments will be 
discussed, and, though y is willing 
to admit it, something will be said about 
the return of German colonies, though it 
is admitted in Berlin that this is a ques- 
tion that cannot be solved by Great Britain 
The.colonies themselves must have 
a voice in the matter of their disposal, 
and, though the German element in some 
of these colonies is very strong, it does 
not follow that the Germans who have 
lived freely under the British flag for 
years are willing to embark under a Nazi 
régime. The talks will be welcomed in 
Germany, however, as the German Govern- 
ment for some time past has’ been asking 
that a British Minister might be sent to 
Berlin to discuss several outstanding 
matters. Now that one of our most 
respected statesmen has been chosen for 
this purpose, satisfaction is freely ex- 
pressed in German official circles, and the 
outlook may be considered promising. 


Haile Selassie’s Finances 


The arrangements for a series of talks 
between representatives of Italy and Great 
Britain have not yet been completed, but 
there is reason to suppose that some initial 
steps will be taken during the week, and 
there is a possibility that talks may be 
conducted at the same time as the Berlin 
conversations, though this country will not 
be represented by a Minister, but by Lord 
Perth, the British Ambassador in Rome, 
who is to meet Count Ciano during the 
next few days. Italian circles in London 
are most anxious that something good will 
arise out of the discussions, as the present 
rather unfriendly attitude of Rome causes 
concern. Italy, above everything else, 
desires recognition of her conquest in 
Abyssinia, and rumour says that this is 
a point which may be conceded in the 
not distant future. By the way, it is 
stated to-day that the Emperor Haile 
Selassie is reduced to poverty, and can 
afford only one fire in his sixteen-roomed 
house near Bath, as his resources are 
coming to an end. The Emperor had 
great private possessions in Abyssiria and 
it ought not to be difficult for the League 
of Nations to secure an adequate pro- 
vision for him, 


The Japanese Vanish 


The Nine-Power Conference in Brusseis 
has come to some interesting conclusions, 
and these, if pressed to a logical con- 
clusion, must mean action in some form 
This may take 
the line of sanctions or an economic boy- 
cott, but, judging from past experience, 
neither are particularly effective. The 
attitude of Holland in this connection 
excites some interest, as since the be- 
ginning of the fighting in China plans 
for co-operation in the defence of their 
possessions in the Far East have been 
arranged hetween Great Britain, and 
Holland. I mentioned some weeks azo 
that some such step would have to be 
taken. as this country cannot ignore the 
fact that the Dutch East Indies must not 


be allowed to pass into the hands of an’ 


unfriendly Power, and it is feared that 
Japan must now be regarded as such. 
There used to be a large Japanese colony 
in London. but nowadays a Japanese 1s 
rarely seen, and people are asking where 
have they all gone. Their many centres 
of work and play are all abandoned, and 
it is concluded that they have been re- 
called to Japan. 


King Leopold’s Entourage 


The State visit of the King of the 
Belgians this week is of a remarkable 
character, as it is almost unknown for a 
King to suspend important national 
political matters, such as the formation 
of a Government, while he is abroad. 
Another point is that King Leopold is 
bringing a large and impressive staff with 
him, including the Grand Marshal of the 
Court, the Grand Master of Ceremonies, 
the Chief of the Military Household, the 
Private Secretary, and M. Spaak, Foreign 
Secretary in the late Government. As a 
consequence of King Leopold’s visit it is 
expected that the King and Queen will be 
invited to pay a State visit to Brussels in 
the spring. If this should be the case if 
will be the first State visit of the King and 
Queen to a foreign capital. 


President Roosevelt's Plans 


Commercial circles in many parts of the 
world are displaying a keen interest in 
the intentions of President Roosevelt, and 
important developments are looked for 
this week. The President has confirmed 
the reports that he is to hold conferences 
with industrial leaders within the next 
few days, and though there are conflicting 
statements regarding his intentions there 


‘can be no doubt that he is considering steps 


to stimulate industrial development in the 
United States. He may make some refer- 
ence to the necessity for encouragement of 
a greater volume: of international com- 
merce. His domestic plans are likely to 
include a nation-wide seat programme 
and a scheme for electrical development 
throughout the United States. 


Coal Royalties 


Much discussion is expected both in and 
out of Parliament before the Government's 
Coal Bill is passed. The Labour Party 
may complain that too high a price is 
being paid to owners of royalties, but the 
Government will "5e able to reply that the 
figure of sixty-six and a half million 
pounds has been arrived at by a system 
of accountancy based upon sound prin- 
ciples. The coal-owners may not be 
enthusiastic in their acceptance of the bill, 
mainly because they do not accept ihe 
view that unification brought about by 
op amalgamations will be helpful 
to the industry, but as unification is a 
vital provision of the scheme they will not 
oppose the principle, even though they 
may object to certain details in the 
manner in which the unification is to be 

. On the whole, the proposals 
have been well received, and are likely 
to pass through Parliament with only 
minor amendment,

Italy Anxious To Start

THE COLONIES | 


Enraged by the speculations of the British Press on the talks, 
which include the report that Herr Hitler would offer Lord Halifax 
a truce on the colonial question in exchange for a free hand in 
Central Europe, the official Nazi News Service last night issued a 
statement (states Reuter) suggesting that Lord Halifax’s visit should 
be postponed, asserting that such speculation is pure invention. 


The statement says: “‘If Lord Halifax’s visit is to take place in 
such an atmosphere, the serious question arises whether it would not 
be more profitable, in the interests of a lessening of political tension, 
to postpone the visit for the time being.” 


Despite this criticism, there appears to be little doubt in official 
circles in Whitehall that Lord Halifax would go on Wednesday. 


THE MEDITERRANEAN 


In Rome the next move in starting conversations between Lord 
Perth, the British Ambassador, and Count Ciano for a new Medi- 
terranean agreement is eagerly awaited, following Mr. Chamber-

GERMAN PERTURBATION

Accusing certain British news- 
papers of ‘‘ sensationalism’’ and 
‘cheeky journalistic impudence,’’ 
the offcial News Service of the 
National Socialist Party suggests that 
Lord Halifax’s visit should be post- 
poned, says a Reuter Berlin telegram. 

The statement sharply rebukes the 
foreign Press for their speculations on 
the forthcoming talks between Lord 
Halifax and Herr Hitler. 

It savs :—‘‘If Lord Halifax’s visit is to 
take place in such an atmosphere the 


serious question arises whether it would 
not be more profitable in the interests of 
a lessening of political tension to postpone 


the visit for the time being, and to let 
it take place when—especially in the 
British Press—that calmness has been re- 
stored which in other countries is usually 
called decency and love of truth.

TS whole British delegation to 
the Far East Conference will 
probably leave Brussels to-morrow 
and return to London fot a few days 
if this afternoon’s session of the Con- 
ference goes according to plan. Mr. 
Anthony Eden returned to London 
yesterday. 3 
By to-night it is expected that the posi- 
tion will briefly be as follows :— ae 

1—Japan has been twice invited to 
attend the Conference respecting 
the war in China, 

2—Japan has twice refused. In her 
last refusal she has, more or less, 
told the Powers in Brussels to 
mind their own business and leave 
her to settle matters with China 
direct. : 

ó—The Powers have now drawn up a 
declaration which will probably be 
approved to-day by a Baaahaid 
vote (the Italian delegate abstain. 
ing), in which Japan is told that 
the war in China is legally of 
concern to all the Powers, and 
that there is a _ possibility of 
stronger measures if she refuses 
to make peace, 

This declaration was approved in its 
general terms by nearly all the Powers 9 
Saturday’s sitting. 

The Italian delegate dissociated himself 
from it, but did not violently oppose it. 


THE OUTLOOK 


During yesterday there have been further 
informal discussions about slight amend 
ments which will probably have to be made 
to the draft of the declaration. Some of 
the Scandinavian countries are understood 
to wish. for modificat’ons. But the strong 
probability is that the declaration will be 
adopted this evening and that most of the 
delegates will be able to leave Brussels for 
a few days to-morrow. 

When they meet again, probably on 
Friday or the following Monday, they will 
know just how far their own Governments 
are prepared to go in “ the next step, 
which will then have to be decided upon. 

After an all-day discussion the Con- 
ference of nineteen Powers on the Far 
East conflict on Saturday night approved in 
principle a strongly worded draft declara- 
tion regretting Japan’s refusal to co- 
operate, says a Reuter Brussels telegram. 

The draft, which is to be submitted by 
the delegates to their Governments, is 
expected to be voted on in final form at 
the next session of the Conference, fixed 
for 4 p.m. to-day. 


THE POSITION 


The hostilities in China, declares the 
draft, have brought to the fhan of all 
nations a sense of horror and indignation, 
to all the world feelings of uncertainty 
and apprehension. There exists no 
warrant in law, it continues, for the use 
by any country of armed force for the 
purpose of combating in another country 
the spread of political doctrine. 

Tig sea refusal to join in the talks 
is maintained,. the draít concludes, the 
Powers must, consider what is to be their 


common attitude. 


In a speech on Saturday morning Mr. 
Eden, on behalf of Great Britain, said 
that the upholding of: international law 
was the fundamental issue which the 
world has to consider to-day. 

“ We cannot accept that dislike, how- 
ever sincerely felt, for the Government 
or political institutions of one nation 
justifies another interfering by force in 
its internal affairs,’’ declared Mr. Eden. 

“To admit such a principle would be 
to deny the right of each nation to live 
its own life in peace and freedom, which 
is the goes ony tty of all ple. 

“ And now let me make certain pre- 
liminary observations upon the problem 
which confronts us in the light of the 
Japanese Government’s reply to the com- 
munication addressed to them by this 
Conference. | 


THE OLIVE BRANCH 


“I would state emphatically that His 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom would sincerely have welcomed 
Japanese co-operation at this Conference. 
We would have been glad to hear from 
Japan a statement of her view of the 
present conflict. We would readily have 
entered into an unprejudiced examination 
of the problem with her and with China. 
_‘“ Japan, however, was unable to accept 
either the original invitation to attend the 
conference or the later invitation, which 
we addressed to her last week, to appoint 
a representative to exchange views with 
a small number of Powers whom the con- 
ference would have been willing to choose 
for that purpose. 

“Such an exchange of views would have 
been both proper, because the Nine-Power 
Treaty provides for it, and hopeful as a 
means of reaching an agreed settlement in 
the Far East. 

“It remains the view of H.M. Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom that it is in 
the interests of both the Powers, at pre- 
sent waging an undeclared war, that such 
a settlement should be found.

HAVIN G occupied Liuho yesterday

Japanese are confident of smashing 
the Chinese ‘‘ Hindenburg line ”’ 
within forty-eight hours, says a 
Reuter Shanghai telegram. 

The line stretches from the Yangtse 
to Hangchow Bay, via Changsu, 
Soochow, Wukiang and Kashing. 

The capture of Liuho followed a 
landing by Japanese troops at 
Paimokou, on the south bank of the 
Yangtse, forty-six miles north-west 
of Shanghai, yesterday morning. 

The landing was made under 
cover of warships, which laid 
smoke-screens, 

The Japanese rapidly marched inland, 
and the Chinese left flank pivoted on 
Liuho was in danger of encirclement until 
it withdrew. 


JAPANESE CLAIMS 


The Japanese claim to have already 
captured Taitsang, ten miles south-west of 
Liuho, and Waiking, five miles south west 
of Kiating. : 

A in. communiqué issued at noon 
yesterday says: ‘‘ Powerful Japanese 
troops, in close co-operation with Japanese 
naval forces, landed on Saturday evening 
at Paimokou, sixty kilometres north of 
Shanghai, in the face of the enemy. 

Sharp fighting has occurred in Southern 
Hopei during the past two days, as a result 
of the spirited attempts of the Chinese 
troops to disorganise the Japanese lines 
of communication on the Peiping Hankow 
Railway (says a Peiping telegram). 

Several towns were raided under cover 
of darkness early on Saturday morning by 
small bodies of men, detached from the 
two Chinese armies operating to the east 
of the railway. 

A Japanese communiqué issued in 
Peiping claims that the raiders were 
driven off in each case, while strong 
Japanese units engaged the main forces, 
which withdrew in the direction of 
Shantung. - 

It is stated that the Chinese troops are 
assisted by a large number of recruits 
from the local peasant population. 


NANKING PREPARES 


The Japanese advance from Shanghai is 
gradually taking on the appearance of a 
grave threat to Nanking itself, China’s 
capilal. As a result the defences inside 
and outside the capital are being rapidly 
strengthened, and Chinese troops are Sine 
poured into the area.

pp G the last eighteen months a 
considerable amount of attention 
and investigation has been devoted by 
the departmental chiefs of Fisheries 
and Finance, in an effort to ascertain 
the best means of placing the fishing 
industry on a profitable basis. 

A tentative solution of the difficulties 
arising out of commercial interests in- 
volved, and to some extent intermingled, 
has been arrived at, and I am informed 
on reliable authority that the five or six 
tied-up trawlers are to re-start fishing 
operations at an early date; in fact. some 
of them may be directed to proceed to sea 
before the end of the present week 

hese trawlers have been laid up since 
the middle of last June, as exclusively 
announced in our columns at the time. 

The prospect of a return to work before 
the Christmas was optimistically discussed 
among the fishermen at the South Wal! 
during the week-end. For many weeks 

st they were aggravated at the sight of 

utch and British trawlers landing 
catches for the Dublin market week after 
week with monotonous regularity, whilst 
they were existing on the dole.in enforced 
idleness, and particularly so as the value 
of fish showed an all-round advance in the 
interregnum. The idle trawlers have been 
overhauled, reconditioned, and inspected, 
so that they are in readiness to proceed to 
sea. Naturally, the crews are cnly wait- 
ing for the word to go. |

Professor Moore said that the Medical 
Research Council had only £10,000 a year 
to spend, as compared with more than 
£200,000 a year in England. 

“Yet,” he said, “we have already got 
research work started on tuberculosis, 
heart disease, diphtheria, puerperal infec- 
tion and several other problems. We have 
decided to go cautiously at first, and we 
are determined that, with due fairness to 
the workers, no money will be expended 
unless there 1s a reasonable chance at 
work being productive of results. Doubt- 
less, we will later enlarge the scope of 
our activities; this will mean a greater 
supply of men trained for research, but 
wo already have made a start in this direc- 
tion. *’ 

The setting up of the Council was, in the 
first instance, he said, due to the Aca- 
demy of Medicine, and were it not for the 
sympathetic support received from the 
Hospitals’ Commission and the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health 
the success of the schemo could not have 
been secured. He paid a special tribute 
to the work done, and the. financial aid 
given, by the directors of Hospitals’ Trust, 
Lid., and mentioned that all the initial 
expenses of the preliminary negotiations 
and schemes were borne by the Trust, 
which waived repayment.

“me word of warning may, however, 
not be amiss. In the earlier negotiations 
efforts were made to force upon the volun- 
tary hospitals a degree of departmental 
control that would have killed the 
voluntary principle, which is_ their 
most valuable characteristic—even puni- 
tive and almost confiscatory penalties 
were suggested if the changing whims and 
fads of those in departmental authority 
were not accepted and acted upon ; accept- 
ance of grants or enlargements with such 
conditions attached to them would make 
the future of the voluntary hospitals full 
of uncertainty. In my opinion, and 1 
think that I know the situation pretty 
thoroughly, the voluntary hospitals will 
never sell their freedom, no matter how 
high the bribe, for State or departmental 
control in any form. 


TRADITION OF FREE 
SERVICE 


“They are quite willing to submit to a 
reasonable degree of inspection and 
examination to ensure that the grants, 
buildings and equipment given them are 
effictently used for the definite purposes 
for which they are intended; if they are 
not so used, the annual grants can easily 
be stopped by the awarding authority, 
and this power alone should be quite 
sufficient to ensure efficiency, although it 
is most unlikely, considering the past 
history of voluntary hospitals in the city, 
that any such threat would be necessary. 

“The voluntary hospitals have often in 
the past given much more generous service 
to the poor than their financial position 
allowed, and they frequently ran heavily 
into debt as a result; the tradition of 
free service is inherent in them, and even 
with the aid of sweepstake grants it is 
almost certain that they will give even 
more free service in the future than will 
be made conditional on the grants to be 
awarded, 

“The agitation for a municipal hospital, 


instead of the enlargement of the volun--

PRE-UNIVERSITY 


EDUCATION 


Professor Moore, who proposed that the 
Society wes worthy of .upport, defined 
physiology as the science which treated of 
the function of the living organism and its 
parts. The true physiologist would study 
both normal and disordered function, and 
his results would be far more illuminating 
than if he confined his attention to the 
physiological laboratory alone, with 
total neglect of the hospital. Speaking 
after many years’. experience of teaching 
and examining, Professor Moore said that 
it was his belief that there was something 
wanting in the system of pre-university 
education which obtains in this country at 
the present time. bh

The cause could not be an intellectual 
deterioration of the school children, nor 
could the blame be laid at the feet of the 
teachers. He had intimate acquaintance 
with many teachers, and a more earnest 
or finer body of idealists it would be hard 
to find. ‘Their life was exacting ; for there 
was no more exhausting occupation, 
mentally and physically, than teaching, 
and, all too frequently, those teachers gave 
a medical man the impression that they 
were somewhat over-worked, that the pace 
vf their professional life was a little too 
rapid or Mad for giving the best results. 
This might be taken as a plea for the best 
possible conditions of weak for the profes- 
sional teacher; for the moulding of the 
minds of the doctors of the future was 
largely in their hands. 


A FAULTY SYSTEM 


He had been informed by the Rev. Pro- 
fessor Corcoran, S.J., probably the 
greatest authority in this country on 
educational problenis, that there was a 
fault in the educational system, that what 
was wanted was a systematic training in 
giving plain orderly statements concern- 
ing things seen and heard, and that the 
best aye for such training was from nine 
ta twelve years. Apparently in that re- 
spect the educational authorities in this 
country were a little out of date. 


PROFESSOR JESSOP’S 
PAPER 
A paper on “Physiology »» Medical 


Education and Practice’’ was read by 
Professor W. J. E. Jessop, M.D., the 
president-elect of the society. Having out- 
lined the history of physiology from its 
beginnings and the achievements that had 
been made through it in medical science, 
Professor Jessop said that if the findings 
of physiologists were to be made available 
to clinical medicine with the least possible 
dela, it was necessary that contact 
between these two departments should be 
as direct as possible, and that thero should 
he no conflict between either point of view. 
Only thus. would mankind benefit to the 
fullest extent from the labours of the 
medical profession and the work which was 
started by Harvey, the father of 
physiology, who first established the fact 
of blood circulation, and continued by. so 
many workers in both fields down to the 
present day. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS 


Professor A. S. Parkes, Sc.D, F.R.S., 
the youngest Fellow of the Royal Society, 
in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer, gave a learned discourse on sex 
hormenes on which he has been making 
important experiments at the National 
Institute for Medical Research in England. 
The co-ordination of all the functions of 
the body, he said, is achieved by one cr 
both of two methods... The first was the 
nervous system: and the second by an 
organisation of chemical messengers, 
known as sex hormones, which co- 
ordinated the reproduction process. Their 
removal from the body and from the blood 
stream, which is the mechanisation, led to 
the sex characteristics of the body becom- 
ing atrophied. In man this included the 
loss of the beard, in roosters the dis- 
appearance of the cock’s comb, and in the 
male deer the loss of the horns. Professor 
Parkes explained how research workers 
had been able to procure specimens of 
male and female hormones, and from these 
they had produced a synthetic semen 
which was found to react and replace the 
natural hormones. He discussed also 
their relation to the glands and the 
wonderful field of medical research that 
now had been opened to the scientists by 
these discoveries. The talk was explained 
with a series of interesting lantern slides.

At the outset a plea for the avoidance cf 
party politics was made by the chairman, Mr. 
Flynn, Thurles Co-operative Creamery. 
He said that they regretted that creameries 
were still selling butter at 120s. per cwt., 
while others were fighting to obtain a price 
which would defray the costs of production. 
Mr.-E. C. Semp'e, Secretary of: the Irish 
Creamery Managtrs’ Association, said that 
they accepted the challenge of the Minister 
for Agriculture to take their produce to a 
Continental market if they wanted to, but 
on condition that they were allowed to buv 
their domestic requirements at world prices 
The Minister had suggested that they were 
already receiving a fair return for their nnilk, 
but were anxious to take advantage of the 
better price in England, but this was a 
misrepresentation of the facts. The demand 
for an increased price for butter was made 
with the object of enabling farmers to cover 
the custs of production, on account of the 
increase in feeding stuff prices, and 
because the cross-Channel price was better 
than that in the Free State market. 
If they were united they could. bring the 
Minister to a standstill within .a month 
by refusing to sell at Jess than 140s 
FEvén if the Minister were to release cold- 
stored butter more freely, the creameries 
would have little to lose by storing their 
butter until. the spring and taking action 
when the price of butter for the new year 
was being considered. Their future existence 
denended on their present stand. 


FINE GAEL. BACKING 
Colonel J, Ryan, T.D. (F.G.) ‘said that 


the farmers’ stand was just, and he believed 
that Government control. was not ad- 
vantageous to the dairy industry.

BUTTER 


NEW REMEDY MAY BE 
 APPLIED

MANORHAMILTON, Sunday. 


STATEMENT that matters connected 
A with the production of butter, milk and 
bacon were being investigated by the 
Government which would apply a remedy if 
necessary, was made by Mr. Gerald Boland, 
Minister for Lands, at Manorhamilton to-day. 

Mr. Boland said that two big items in the 
cost of living figures were butter and bacon. 
Farmers could escape from the high prices 
of bacon by clubbing together in curing their 
bacon. When Chinese and American bacon 
it. could be bought very 
cheaply. If that importation was again 
allowed the cost of that article would come 
down and so would the price, which the Irish 
farmer got ior his pork, Did they want that? 
They deliberately raised the’ price of pork so 
that exporters would get-a better price. It 
that had not been done the exporters would 
have been ruined and the whole industry 
smashed. 

Before the present Government came into 
oflice. Creameries were almost bankrupt. 
Certain creameries had to trade outside at 
world prices, which did not enable an 
economic price to be paid here for milk. 
An increased price for butter enabled a better 
price to be paid for milk, This whole matter 
was being examined and, if a remedy was 
necessary, it would-be applied, 


RUINOUS PRICES 


World prices for produce had been ruinous 
for years, and now that farmers were getting 
better prices, propaginla was being used to 
discredit the Government on the question of 
the cost of living. The people in the towns 
were the people chiefly affected by the ‘in- 
creased cost; but, as against that, more was 
being paid in wages, and better prices could 
be paid. 

Mr. Boland dealt with the cost of flour 
also, and said that it was found national! 
policy to produce as much as possible 
of their own. If left completely at the mercy 
of outsiders, England ceuld, in case of war, 
say: “ We will give you flour if you give us 
men.” If we did not give men they could 
Starve us out, said the Minister. No doubt, 
outside millers could produce more cheaply, 
but if they accepted that they would succeed 
in closing down Irish mills, and, having done 
that, could charge what they liked. 
|} The old policy was a bad one, and the pre- 
sent Government changed it. The new policy 
was bound to lead to some increase in the 
cost of living. When German oats were 
bought here the Irish farmer could not gat a 
fair price for his produce, and if tariffs were 
taken off the things we were producing here, 
the country would be smothered with foreign 
produce, and the farmer would not get an 
economic price for what he was producing. 


PREFERENCE 


Dealing with land division, Mr. Boland 
said that old I.R.A. men would get pre- 
ference in any area where land was divided, 
but uneconomic holders came before landless 
men. In the five years from 1932 to 1937 
the Government had divided 6,720 acres of 
‘and among 657 allottees. During their whole 
term in office the last Government had divided 
only 1,244 acres. Since March 500 acres had 
been divided among 95 allottees, 2,335 acres 
more had been also acquired, and would soon 
be ready for division, and, in addition, they 
had proceeded a long way towards the 
acquisition of 3,800 acres; 6,000 acres had 
been inspected or were in the course of in- 
spection. 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S PLEA 
FOR CO-OPERATION 


U.S. TO HOLD 
UNEMPLOYMENT CENSUS 
From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Sunday. 
An appeal to the public for whole 
hearted co operation to make this week’s 
NN: census of the unemployed ‘‘ complete, 
onest and accurate’’ was broadcast to 
the nation by President Roosevelt to- 
night. 

The census, he said, would furnis> 
statistics on which the Government hopes 
to base a longrange programme of re 
employment of the workless in private 
industry and agriculture. 

““ Enforced Tienes embracing any con 
siderable portion of our people in a nation 
of such wealth and natural opportunity,”’ 
declared the President, “is a paradox 
which challenges our ingenuity. 

“It is the problem of every civilised 
nation—not ours alone. It has been solved 
in some countries by starting a huge arma. 
ment programme, but we Americans do 
not want to solve it that way. 
‘Unemployment has delayed the 
balancing of our national Budget and 
increased the tax burden on all our people. 
The situation calle for a permanent cure, 
not just a temporary one. 

‘The permanent cure lies in finding 
suitable jobs in industry and agriculture 
for all willing workers.”’ 

An unemployment census form will be 
sent to every adult citizen, and should be 
returned by November 20th. The American 
Federation of Labou: estimated there were 
8,000,000 unemployed in September.

THE EXEMPTIONS

ing fabrics—fabric which is woven fabric, or 
is knitted tabric, or is lace, and (in an 
case) consists wholly or mainly of wool, 
cotton, hair, flax, jute, ramie, hemp, 
silk, or ‘artificial silk or of a combination ol 
any two or more of those materials; or 

ii.) Are made wholly or mainly of leather

Cattle markets, except for the butchery 
trade, are forbidden throughout. the 
country, and, besides the genera] measures 
taken in such cases, the loca] authorities 
have forbidden the movement of healthy 
cattle in the infected areas. The State 
veterinary inspection services hope that 
the country will be clear of the malady 
by the beginning of next year.

“ Doomed Cuchulain” tells of the fore- 
bodings and auguries which the warrior, 
Cuchulain, met on his way to his last battle 
against Queen Maeve. It tells of the last 
hours of his life, when the magic of his 
enemies has filled his mind with apparitions 
and foreboding of hia end. He meets the 
Washer at the Ford and sees her washing 
his own blued-stained raiment. She is the 
hanshee who foretells the fate of -warriors 
going into battle. He meets the three witch 
women, the Three Women of Sidhe, who, 
after their fantastic encounter, send him 
mortally wounded from the scene. Then 
follows the Apparition of Queen Maeve, who, 
like ‘‘some fierce maenad,’’ appears in a 
kind of frenzied dance to accomplish the 
vengeance that she has been plotting. The 
final phase tells of the return of the wounded 
Cuchulain, and of how, as m legend, he 
binds himself to a monolith and dies 
standing. 

What robbed the ballet of some of its 
vital character was that the performances of 
Miss Lily Hannigan, as the Washer at the 
Ford, and Miss Payne, as Queen Maeve, 
were so excellently executed as to distract 
attention from the main character.

The death of Mr. Alexander Wallis Clark, 
D.L., J.P., took place yesterday at his 
residence, Ampertain, Upperlands, Count 
Derry, at the age of 81 years. Mr. Clar 
was the eldest surviving son of the late 
William Clark, of Ampertain, and a grand- 
son of the late Simon Newport, D.L., J.P., 
of Waterford, Captain, 38th Regiment.

SERMON BY THE REV. 
W. NEWMAN JAMES 


THE SCOTS CHURCH 
ANNIVERSARY

HE REV. W. NEWMAN JAMES, oí 
& Glasgow, was the anniversary preacher 
at the Scots Church yesterday. The 
text oí his sermon was taken from Matthew, 
Chapter VII., verses 24 and 26: “ Whosoever 
heareth these sayings oí mine and doeth them, 
I will liken him unto a wise man; and every 
one that beareth these sayings of mine and 
doeth them not, shall be likened unto a foolish 
man.” Here, said the preacher, is the difficult 
side of religion. If the claims of Christianity 
were only hearing and admiring, the task 
would be easy. But we must not only hear 
His words, we must do them. He is our 
Master. His word is our law. We must 
lace His commands in the forefront of our 
sand he that heareth— and doeth. Christianity 
is not a religion of tea and scones, or superior 
sanctity, or unctious prayer, or pleasant Sun- 
day afternoons, or priestly gymnastics. It 
oes down to the very roots of our being. It 
is a battle we must wage with self; and on 
the cross of our own crucifixion. 

The most damaging thing to the Christian 
cause is that we allow the difficult to become 
the impossible, and so create a chasm between 
what we know and what we do. How oíten 
we hear “the criticism, “1 don’t attend 
Church because of the inconsistencies of those 
who do.” That there are hypocrites, we 
would concede; but to say that a man fails 
to rise to the standard set up for him in the 
Sermon on the Mount is not necéssarily true, 
But a hypocrite feigns. to be what he really 
is not. And if failure to attain were 
hypocrisy, then the Church would have died 
of rottenness centuries ago. Jesus directed 
His words to men that were constantly falling, 
yet they were not called by Him hypocrites: 
He called them foolish. 


THREE REASONS 


There are three 1easons why it is easier to 
know than to do theright,. First, Christianity 
is an ideal, and the penalty of an ideal is 
that we are always coming short of it; The 
second is that we are well loaded with the 
disabilities of the past. Our ancestors are in 
our blood. Some of them have made it easy 
for us, others have made it difficult. Don't 
be discouraged if sometimes vou fall wide in 
your attempt to touch the ideal, You can't 
run up a hill with your grandfather on your 
back. 

The preacher then came to the last reason 
why doing is difficult. Students of the mind, 
he saici, tell us that the moral faculties were 
awakened long years after the thinking 
mowers were well started on their wav. 
Knowledge was alive and alert while the 
moral executive faculties were dormant. A 
man may have a good theoretical knowledge 
of music, but you don’t want to hear him 
play the piano, because he simply can’t do it. 

Nevertheless, and in spite of all that has 
been said, we are not called to an impossible 
task. Those who feel that religion is. toe 
ideal to actualise should remember’ the 
hatience of Paul: “I count not nryself to 
have apprehended; but this one thing I do, 
I press on.” 
Berean badness should gratefully re- 
member hereditary goodness and should also 
remember the words of God: “] will cleanse 
their blood.' Those who are hindered by the 
sluggishness of their moral faculties should 
remember God, and what He means .to the 
man who is in dead earnest. There is no 
room in the whole universe for an infinite 
God, and an impossibility.

A GREAT HUNT 


On Saturday from their meet at Kilrue the 
Ward Hounds brought off a very fine hunt— 
one of the best, in fact, for a couple of 
seasons.

Here they crossed the main road, 
and leaving Dunboyne village on their right 
went through Rooske and Jarretstown to the 
moor of Meath. With hounds always run- 
ning hard the now very diminished field 
could only just keep in touch with them 
through this terribly difficult bit of country. 

They went on then by Rathleek and Sion 
farm to Ravensdale. and with the demesne 
wall of Carton on their left hunted steadily 
by Salistown to Owenstown, where they 
turned sharply right-handed end ran through 
Ballymacoll and Killarkin, and crossing the 
Maynooth-Dunboyne road for Milestown ran 
on to Dunboyne. They came up on the hind 
in the river at Dunboyne Castle, but an at- 
tempt to take her here having failed she ran 
a short circle towards Clonee and Summer- 
seat, before taking to the water higher up 
the river—a tributary of the Tolka—in 
Rooske, and was there safely captured. 

Of the big field out only two saw the end 
of this great hunt of two hours and twenty- 
five minutes, without an appreciable check. 
The extreme point was nine miles, but as 
hounds ran they must have covered consider- 
ably more than twice that distance. 

The day was, unfortunately, marred by a 
serious accident to Mr. Frank Rogers. Jump- 
ing on to the road at Mullinam his horse 
struck a concealed strand of wire, and he 
was thrown heavily, sustaining severe con- 
cussion and a fractured leg. He was removed 
to his home, and later to a Dublin hospital, 
where, happily, his condition is reported to 
be satisfactory.

ANOTHER GOOD DAY 


On Thursday last we had another good day 
from the meet at Bartown cross-roads. Find- 
ing our first fox in Burtown Wood he was 
hunted towards Taylor’s to start with, and 
then, turning right-handed, went through tho 
Sweep and over the Glasealy road, past the 
old covert at Rathside, by the Rath of 
Mullaghmast and Byrne’s Bog, being lost a 
little beyond the latter place after a slow 
hunt of one hour and ten minutes. There 
was a fox in Coogan’s, but scent was so bad 
that he could not be induced to leave. Going 
on to Neil’s Gorse, hounds hunted a fox on 
a much-improved scent Pals Foxhill into 


Burtown Wood. Going straight through here 
and Bolger’s Gorse, he crossed the Athy 
road, and, making a left-handed ring, 


returned to Burtown Wood, where he got 
to ground just in front of hounds. This was 
a nice fifty-five minutes. 

After meeting at Rathcoole on Saturday 
a start was made by drawing Fortunestown, 
which was full of foxes, one of which was 
hunted over Fortunestown lane and then left- 
handed back across the lane, and was marked 
to tae near Saggart, When hounds were 
marking this fox another was viewed in the 
next field, and was hunted back to the covert 
and had to be left. Castlebagot supplied a 
good fox, and a nice hunt followed over the 
Newcastle road, and, passing Airfield House 
on the right, went on across Athgoe Hill 
down to wall ai, Lyons’s.

FAR EASTERN BONDS 


Last week's substantial recovery in Chinese 
and Japanese Government nds. was 
g-nerally attributed to a belief that peace in 
the Far East has been brought nearer by the 
further success achieved by the Japanese. 
There may be another reason for the move- 
ment. Recently Hong. Kong and Shanghai 
Bank shares which not long ago were quoted 
round 90, rose to 102 on purchaseg for the 
Kast. It is understood that the buying was 
induced by fears as to the future of Chinese 
currency, which induced sales of dollars, and 
the proceeds were invested in Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Bank shares as a temporary 
Measure. It is possible that part of the 
buying of Chinese and Japanese Government 
issues has been dictated by similar con- 
siderations, It 1s very doubtful if investors 
on this side have bought on any considerable 
scale, for, although an announcement that 
hostilities had been terminated would canse 
a sharp rise in prices, it is unquestionable 
that the campaign has involved a considerable 
strain upon the finances of both countries, 
and especially, perhaps, on those of Japan. 


INDUSTRIAL SHARES 


More firmness has been shown of late by 
the leading industrial equities, which have 
been helped somewhat by the rise in 
commodity prices and the stronger belief in 
4 eontinuance of industrial activity. Some 
people were inclined to regard the latest home 
railway tratiics as-an indication of a setback 
in trade. The returns were certainly dis- 
«ppointing, the increase shown having bee: 
little more than the estimated amount. It is 
possible, however, that, the figures were 
affected L, fog, which delayed the move- 
ment of goods, and- probably affected 
passenger receipts. Against the pessimistic 
view as to trade conditions may be set the 
fact that the output of pig iron in-October 
reached a high record, at least, in the post- 
war period. Annuai reports of industrial 
and uther companies are still showing con- 
siderably increased profits, and it 1s certain 
that in many instances the orders in hand 
will keep firms busy for a considerable time 
to come. The rearmament programme is 
not nearly completed, and ia certain 
directions the substantial additions to the 
defence forces will in itself ensure greater 
activity of a permanent character. Certainly 
there is no reason why holders of such 
sound shares as Associated Portland Cement. 
Turner and Newall, Vickers, and Imperial 
Chemical Industries, to mc& ion only a few. 
should seli at present prices. The same re- 
mark ren to electrical engineering shares 
generally. but perhaps, the outlook for the 
motor group is less assured,

of the United States Congress to-day will be 
of a nature to reassure the business world. 
What form this. will take it is impossible to 
indicate. Some of his advisers favour further 
expenditure on a big scale in order to increase 
purchasing power, and thus check the busi- 
ness recession, but the indiscriminate pump- 
ing of credit into the financial machinery has 
been tried before, and it has not had the de- 
sired effect, while always there is a risk of 
inflation and a disquieting increase in the cost 
of living. Others suggest that the taxes 
which most weigh upon the business world 
should be considerably reduced, but this pro- 
cedure would increase the difficulties of the 
administration in another respect, for if it is 
intended to balance the budget, as reported, 
an increase rather than a decrease in taxation 
would appear to be essential, America ap- 
peara to be suffering now from a drastic de- 
parture from the canons of orthodox finance, 
and, having gone a long way in the direction 
of pouring out money to assist the farming 
industry and in other directions, it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to retrace the step. 


UNIT TRUSTS 


It is now apparent that there will be no 
wholesale conversion of unit trusts into in- 
vestment trusts of the managed type. he 
majority of the groups that constitute the 
association of unit trusts have declared 
against the principle, and the result of the 
offer made to sub-unit holders of one section 
of the National Fixed Trust was not en- 
couraging, for only about 20 per cent. of those 
interested accepted the opportunity to ex- 
change into an ordinary investment trust. 
Probably more attention has been given to 
this matter than otherwise because of the fall 
this year “in Industrial Ordinary shares, in 
which the bulk of unit trust funds are in- 
vested, though really this has no bearing upon 
the question of the relative merits of unit 
trusts and investment trusts of the managed 
type. It is rather a pity, perhaps, that the 
controversy has arisen, a yo as this com- 
paratively new principle of investment made a 
direct appeal to people of moderate means, 
many of whom probably had not previously 
interested themselves in Stock ‘Exchange 
securities. If the unit trust movement has 
revented people from putting their savings 
into worthless propositions advocated by 
bucket shops and other outsiders it has been 
fully justified. 


‘THE SMALL INVESTOR 


The subject of unit trusts éncourages a 
suggestion that people of moderate means 
should be invited to subscribe to any new 
Government Loan that is raised to meet the 
expenditure on rearmament. 


Savings Certificates are an excellent invest- 
ment, especially if held to maturity; but what 
might be done is to make a more direct ap- 
peal to the small investor and give him facili- 
ties for taking up quite small amounts of a 
new loan. The idea can be extended to the 
suggestion of a “tap” for the sale—over the 
Post Office counter, for example—of Govern- 
ment stock in moderate amounts so long as 


This system would encourage thrift, for many 
people find it possible as time goes on to im:
